Cairo’s semi-officlal Middle Hast 
News Agency yesterday said that 
a party “disciplinary committee” 
was meeting continuously to “ex- 
amine further cases of political de- 
viation” in state institutions.

Writers, lawyers, physi- 
ciens and engineers were also dis- 
missed from thelr posts and lost 
thelr membership in the verlous 
professional unions. 

The ASU disciplinary committee, 
meeting under the Speaker of the 
Bgyptian ‘parliament, Hafez Bada- 
wi, said that the 64 “attempted to 
exploit their sensitive positions in 
news media and unions to spread 
chaos” and criticized the - present 
system of government. 

“Those dismissed were connected 
with a plan aimed at provoking 
the masses” the govern- 
ment, the committee said. It ac- 
cused political dissenters of “cast- 
ing doubt on every step made by 
the government with the intention 
of defaming” the country’s reputa- 
tion abroad. 

The committee accused the 64 of 
providing foreign press, news agen- 
cles and radio stations with “false 
information and rumours” and of 
signing statements for publication 
abroad which depicted the situation 
in Egypt as unstable. 

Among those dismissed were 
several of Egypt's political com- 
mentators, including Dr. Lewis 
Hanna Awad of “Al-Ahram,” and 
Mohammed Oudeh of “Al-Gomhou- 
riya.” 

The purges followed President Sa- 
dat's speech in Parliament last week 
in which he sald hostile elements, 
especially Marxists, were Inciting 
university students against his re- 
gime. He declared at the time that 
he would crack down on his poli- 
tical opponents, while warning that 
no political activity on Egyptian 
campuses would be tolerated. _ 

Meanwhile, Hgypt's universities, 
which reopened on Saturday after 
a four-week extended holiday, were 
instructed yesterday to enforce a 
jaw banning gatherings or pubdll- 
cation of papers without permission.

Pan American on trial 
for investment fraud

TEL AVIV. — The former general 
Manager of Pan-Lon corporation, 
Efraim Evron, has been charged 
with fraud In connection with the 
financing of the Pan American Hotel 
in Bat Yam. Pan American (Israel) 
Ltd. and Pan American Investment 
Company have been named co- 
defendants. 

In the District Court yesterday, 
Evron denied charges of selling 
shares in the hotel without a pros- 
pectus and without approval of the 
Finance Ministry. 

According to the prosecution, the 
Pan American Investment Company 
sold shares to investors, mostly from 
abroad, for IL27,000 each (“Δ 
‘shares), while retaining control of 
the hotel with eight founders’ 
Shares, the existence of which they 
concealed. At the same time. they 
allegedly issued a second series of 
shares (ordinary “B"), of equal 
rights, which they purchased them-

for sending 


letters to Arabs 


Jerusalem Pus Sraff 

The leader of the Jewish Defence 
League, which allegedly sent letters 
to hundreds of Arabs urging them 
to leave the country, was arraigned 
before a Jerusalem magistrate and 
released on hail yesterday. 

The police spokesman, Sgan- 
Nitzay Michael Bochner, said char- 
ges would be brought against the 
J.D.L. leader, Rabbi Meir Kahane. 
He said the letters sent by the 
J.D.L. could cause ferment among 
the Arab population and lead to 
public disorder. (It is not yet clear 
what Rabbi Kahane will be charged 
with.) 

Rabbi Kahane was released o7 
IL5,000 bail. 

Meanwhile, a group calling itself 
the “Arab Defence League” has an- 
nounced plans to fight the J.D.L. It 
has sent letters to Arab notables, 
saying: “Hundreds of Arabs and 
Druse are ready to sacrifice every- 
thing dear to them to thwart the 
criminal Zionist ganz of Rabbi Ka- 
hane, which is piling up arms to 
drive us from our country, with the 
Government looking on.” Among the 
recipients of these letters was 
Sheikh Jaber Muadi, Deputy Com- 
munications Minister. 

The J.D.L. leaders, it has been 
reported, have also received letters 
from the “Arab Defence League.” 
threatening their lives if they did 
not stop thelr efforts to get Arabs 
to emigrate. 


Court orders 
Yedaphone to 
‘pay overdraft 


TEL AVIV. — The Yedaphone com- 
pany was ordered yesterday to pay 
Bank Hapo'alim 1L150,000 it had 
overdrawn. The judgment was hand- 
ed by the District Court Registrar, 
Dr. Shlomo Levin, with the agree- 
ment of Yedaphone’s shareholders. 
The suit was heard by the Court 
Registrar after Yedaphone's major 
shareholder, Moshe Kurt Weiss. dis- 
posed of his possessions and left the 
country last week. His backers in 
establishing Yedaphone, proprietors 
of the shutters manufacturing com- 
pany Alumplast, will make good the 
payment of the overdraft. 
Yedaphone was a telephone infor- 
mation service which operated as a 
talking "Yellow Pages,” listing busl- 
nesses for a fee. It still has debts 
amounting to an estimated IL250,000 
including 1L20,000 to its employees. 


Rabbi Haroush of 
Safad dead at 77

For transcontinental jets 


Jerusalem Post Aviation een 

Work is to begin in April on 8 
new -airport in Eilat, which will 
be able to accommodate transcon- 
tinental jets flying in direct from 
Europe and other polnts. The air- 
field, to be built within the next 
five years, will cost up to IL140m., 
iL has been estimated. 


The: chief of the Civil Aviation 
Administration, Yehuda Rabin, who 
disclosed the plan at a meeting with 
aviation writers in Tel Aviv yes- 
terday, said the new airport will 
be bullt at one of two sites, located 
four and 11 km., respectively, from 
the Port of Eilat. It ee 

lapned so that aircraft app: 

The strip from the Red Sea will 
not overfly the Hilat hotel area but 
will by-pass it to the east, flying 
just within the border with Jordan. 


PARALLEL TO AKABA’S 


The air strip will be almost ex- 
actly parallel to that of Akaba 
airport, so that there will be no 
danger of planes flying to Akaba 
and to Eilat converging. 

Mr. Rabin added that plans for 
the Eilat airport terminal building 
6411 for the most modern equipment 
and full facilities according to in- 
ternational standards. 

Outlining development plans for in- 
ternal airfields, Mr. Rabin said the 
rebuilt and expanded Jerusalem air- 
port at Atarot is to open by March 
1, with an Arkia aircraft making 
the first landing. A total of IL5m. 
has been spent to completely re- 
surface and extend the landing 
strip and fill in dangerous dips in 
the runway. The strip, now stretch- 
ing for more than two kilometres, 
will be able to take medium-sized 
aireraft of the Super-Caravelle and 
Boeing 727 types. 

The civil aviation chief conceded 
that Internationa) scheduled airlines 
are at present hesitant about using 
Atarot, in view of the political tm- 
plications. But there Is every indica- 
tion that charter companies will 
make good use of it.

Budget approved 
for Jerusalem 
Religious Council 


Jerusalem Post Steff 

The Municipal Finance Committee 
yesterday finally approved the Je- 
rusalem Religious Council's budget 
for the current fiscal year — less 
TL1,000, to show its displeasure 
with the way the council is operat- 
ing. 

The council has been financed 
until now by interim allocations 
and loans, The budget approved 
yesterday totals 111,3,288,660. 

One of the conditions for ap- 
proving the budget was the ap- 
pointment of an auditor to check 
on where the money is going. 

Last week the loca] labour coun- 
cil published a favourable report 
by its comptroller on the provident 
fund of the Religious Council em- 
ployees. The comptroller investigat- 
ed the fund after allegations by 
Religious Council member Menahem 
Bel-Or (Gahal) that there had 
been “irregularities” in the manage- 
ment of the fund. 

The comptroller found that the 
fund, run jointly by representatives 
of the council management and em- 
ployees, had invested its moneys 
correctly and had made suitable 
profits. 

The Council, meanwhile, is still 
without a chairman, since Yeho- 
shua Baruchi resigned the post last 
month, claiming that he could not 
work satisfactorily with three of 
his four deputies. Several public 
figures in Jerusalem have been ap- 
proached by the National Religious 
Party to take on the council chair- 
manship; but so far all have re- 
fused, echoing Mr. Baruchi's claim 
that there is too much wrong with 
the council for one man to put 
right. 


THE CABINET yesterday dele- 
gated Education Minister Yigal 
Allon to set maximum prices for 
private kindergartens (nursery 
schools}. Under a price controllaw 
passed last year, various ministers 
were to be delegated by the Cabi- 
net to impose ceilings on the prices 
of services and commodities within 
their ambit of authority.

SALISBURY. — Rhodesia lifted its 
dorder blockade on Zambia yester- 
day, but the Zambians scorned the 
move as a trick and announced that 
their own blockade, imposed three 
days ago, would stay in force. 
Zambia's Home Affairs Minister,

will be allowed to pass.

A government spokesman said 
that the Rhodesian reopening of the 
border has been received with deri- 
sion in Zambia. 

“Obviously Mr. Smith muzt have 
been shaken by Zambia's firm stand 
and that of the international com- 
munity,” the spokesman said 

“Possibly Mr. Smith was also ad- 
vised by his witch-doctors that his 
blockade of Zambia would elther uot 
work or would cause his immediate 
downfall.” 

Zambian President Kenneth Kaun- 
da adamantly dented that there had 
been any deal between himself’ and 
Prime Minister Smith which had 
persuaded the Rhodesians to reopen 
the Zambesi River frontier. He said 
Zambia‘s decision to close the bor- 
der was “final and permanent.” 
Alternative trade routes would be 
found, he said. 

In announcing the reopening of 
the three frontier posts, the Rho- 
desian government had hinted that 
President Kaunda hed backed down 
on his policy of alding black na- 
WonaUst guerrillas who have launch- 
ed a new series of attacks into Rho- 
desian territory. 

The border was closed by the 
Rhodeglans on January 9 — ἃ move 
which, combined with the guerrilla 
attacks, brought the two countries 
into tense confrontation. 

The Rhodesians said then that 
the frontier posts — at Kariba, 
Chirundu and Victoria Falls 
would remain closed until they got 
“satisfactory assurances from the 
Zambian government that they will 
no longer permit terrorists to oper- 
ate against Rhodesia from their 
territory.”

Chinese ‘barefoot doctors’ 
losing patients’ trust 


TOKYO (AP). — Some of Com- 
munist China's “barefoot doctors" 
have lost the confidence of their 
patients, because they prescribed 
wrong medicines, according to re- 
ports in mainland Chinese news- 
papers. πον τε τὰ 
The barefoot doctors are peasants 
who, with little or no -previous 
knowledge of medicine, have roamed 
the countryside since 1968, treating 
the sick. Some of them wear no 
shoes. 
There are an estimated one million 
barefoot doctors, many of them 
women. They were considered a boon 
in the rural area because of the 
nation’s shortage of regular doctors. 
The barefoot doctors can administer 
traditional Chinese herb medicines, 
acupuncture and some western 
medicines. If they encounter prob- 
lems too complicated, ‘they send their 
patients to clinics or hospital, 
Reports’ from the Chinese main- 
land say some patients have lost 
confidence jn barefoot doctors, and 
they go directly to hospitals to con- 
sult reguiar doctors. This reportedly 
has over-crowded the hospitals.

The “Kuangming Daily” in Kiingsu 
Province in eastern China reported 
the case of a barefoot doctor who 
wrongly diagnosed a patient's 
stomach troubles and prescribed a 
wrong drug. The barefoot doctor, 
the paper sald, failed to make a 
thorough examination and followed 
instead the popular herbalist's be- 
lief: “Nine out of ten patients with 
stomach troubles are sick because 
of a chilled stomach.” 


When the patient failed to respond 
to stomach-warming drugs and in- 
stead became sicker, the paper said, 
the barefoot doctor conducted 
another examination and discovered 
his patient was the exception to the 
herbalist's rule. He needed stomach- 
cooling drugs,: which did prove ef- 
fective, 


The reports made no mention of 
any patients dying “from wrong 
medical treatment. But they said 
monthly seminars now are held in 
some areas to educate barefoot 
doctors, and a number of them have 
been exempt from required work 
to allow them to study harder.

Argument with Ben-Aharon 


Some of the papers discuss the 
statement by Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yitzhak Ben-Aharon in 
which he raised the possibility of a 
partial withdrawal from the admi- 
mistered territories before peace is 
achieved. 

Ha'aretz (non-party) agrees with 
Mr. Ben-Aharon that the growing 
number of Arabs employed inside 
Israel presents a long-term threat 
to the Jewish character of the 
State. Nevertheless, the paper holds 
that the problem of Arab labour 
will persist even when peace comes. 
The answer is to develop the econ- 
omy of the administered areas them- 
selves, This will prevent a situation 
where the national issue 15 aggra- 
vated by class differences. Mr. Ben- 
Aharon is mistaken, however. lf he 
thinks he can solve the problem by 
withdrawing from part of the ter- 
Titories without some agreement 
with the other side. 

Hatzofe (National Religious)

WASHINGTON. — The 1974 budget President 
Nixon sent to Congress last week is an historic 
document which breaks with the traditions of 
government spending established during Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's New Deal, four decades ago, 
Thet tradition, of increasing Federal responsi~ 
bility for soclal programmes, was expanded 
during Truman's Fair Deal, the Eisenhower 
Administration, the Kennedy New Frontier, 
and most spectacularly during Johnson's Great 
Society. 

With almost theatrical timing, Mr. Nixon 
reversed the trend just after the Vietnam 
cease-fire accords and the death of Johnson 
had already signalied a turning point in Amer- 
lean history and the beginning of a new 4ra. 

In a flerce round of cuts he made clear was 
just the beginning, Mr. Nixon abolished or 
reduced 113 separate government programmes, 
Some dating back to the ‘thirties but most to 
the ‘sixties, the decade af activist Mberalism. 
The cuts mean savings of nearly $40,000m 
over the next two years. Even though this 
represents only some elght per cent of total 
budget spending during that time, the basic 
thinking {is far more sfgnificant than the 
amounts cut. 


War on poverty 
The sweeping changes, designed, in Mr. 
Nixon's words, “to get big government off your 
back and out of your pocket,” include the 
following programme cuts: 
e Abolition of the office of Economic Op- 
portunity, the anti-poverty programme in- 
traduced by Johnson. Some of its activities 
will be dispersed among other agencies but 
the Community Action Programme, the heart 
of the war on poverty, is eliminated. In doubt 
as a reguit are numerous focal programmes 
such as legal aid to the poor and manpower 
training. 
@ The phasing out, over two vears, of the 
Emergency Employment Assistance Pro- 
gramme, introduced by Johnson, which had 
given government jobs to some 280,000 people 
in high unemployment areas. 
e@ <Amendment of the Medicare scheme in- 
troduced by Johnson to require the elderly

aries to pay more than twice as much as they 
do now for the average hospital stay. 
The phasing out, over eight years, of 515 
local mental health centres introduced 
during the Kennedy and Johnson Administra- 
tions. The centres have been designed to provide 
alternatives to staying in mental hospitals.

Nixon makes no mention of his proposals in 
the budget. The original reforms were modified 
du:ing four years of often bitter debate with 
Congressional Uberals and now seem to have 
boon shelved. 
e@ 'mination of the hospital construction 
programme begun in the Truman Adminis- 
tration when there was a national bed shortage. 
Last year the Federal Government spent $200m. 
even though there is now an over-supply of 
hospital beds. 


Teacher-training 
Elimination of Federal subsidies to en- 
courage teacher training. First introduced 
during the post-Sputnik period of the second 
Eisenhower Administration, itis now considered 
a problem because there is a surplus of at 
least 75,000 teachers and many cannot find 
auitable employment. 

@ Indefinite suspension of Federal housing 

subsidy programmes, some of which go 
back to the Roosevelt Administrations, because 
the Administration claimed the bevefits were 
going not to the poor, but to the middle-class, 
developers, and in some cases, “outright crooks.” 
o Elimination of the Economic Development 


Administration which was introduced by. 


the Kennedy Administration to develop eco- 
nomlically depressed areas. The Appalachia 
region in West Virginia and neighbouring 
states will continue to receive assistance. 

It must be emphasized that the budget- 
siashing goes beyond the accumulated social 
programmes of mainly Democratic administra- 
tions: Mr. Nixon has also extended his new 
concept of spending into farm subsidies, space 
ard scientific research, aid to school-districts 
which have large populations of Federal civil 


servants, and reduction of overstaffed Federal 
agencies. Thus the Subversive Activities Con- 
trol Board established in 1950 during the 
Truman Administration is to be abolished. In 
recent years ἐδ had a budget of $400,000 but 
did almost nothing because the Supreme Court 
had ruled that its anti-Communist investiga- 
tions were unconstitutional. 

Somewhat 1688 biatantly, there have been 
numerous other examples where Federal pro- 
grammes and agencies have outlived their 
usefulness or have never fulfilled thelr objec- 
tives. President Nixon said the affected pro- 
grammes were marked by “disappointments 
and failures... They were classic cases of 
believing that by throwing money at problems 
we could automatically solve them.” 

Powerful and influential Congressional 
critics, not unexpectedly are deeply disturbed. 
They agree that more is δὲ stake than the 
abolition of programmes and that Mr, Nixon 
is trying to move American society in 8. new 
direction. They do not like the direction. Whil¢ 
it is conceded that some programmes had 
been a failure, Mr. Nixon's liberal critics are 
insisting that he is throwing out the needy 
baby with the useless bathwater. And some 
conservative critics In Congress, who other 
wise applaud the general philosophy of Mr. 
Nixon's attacks on “big government,” find 
themselves in a dilemma because their local 
constituents are hurt by the abolition of 50 
wide a range of Federal projects. 

To much of the criticism that it lacks com- 
passion and a humanitarian concern for the 
needy, the Nixon Admfnistrafion replies with 
one basic statistic. If all those Americans who 
needed the benefits theoretically avaflabie 
through the one Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare were to receive them, the 
annual cost of running that ent alone 
would be $250,000m., roughly the total budget 
of the U.S. this year. Faced with such a 
gargantuan growth of government programmes 
the Administration, in the words of one offi- 
ctal, reacted: “Nixon, Erlichman and Schuitz 
just said ‘Like hell, we're just not going to 
Taige taxes to pay for programmes we don't 
think are accomplishing a damn thing’.” 

Now they muat convince Congress and the 
nation.

THE BUS TRAGEDY 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — Saturday’s bus tragedy 
at Majdal Shamsleaves open afew 
very poignant questions. There are 
also a few pointa fn your report 
this morning — which quotes one 
at second hand — that would bear 
clarification. 

1. The only police officers that 
T saw on the scene during the first 
half-hour after the accident were 
two whose patrol car happened to 
be behind the‘bus during its descent 
from the mountain. Did the patrol 
car have a wireless unit? If it did, 
was it used? If Jt was used, where 
were the reinforcements? I do 
know that one of the patrolmen 
had to send a civilian to alert the 
ambulances. 

2. Most of the Injured had to be 
evacuated by private cars unti] more 
than 30 minutes after the accident 
because of a Jack of ambulaaces. 

8. The tow truck which arrived 
on the scene only after a half-hour 
did not even have a hacksaw to 
free the person trapped under an 
overturned seat, The saw arrived 
come time later with azn Egged re- 
pair truck. The truck operator spent 
at least 10 minutes and made two 
attempts, before he succeeded in liit- 
ing the front left corner of the 
bus to free one of the injured. 
That was of course after the truck's 
cable had snapped and was replaced 
with a makeshift one of chain links. 
Then another three abortive attempts 
to push the bus were made at the

ARABIC LENDING 
LIBRARY 


To the Editor of The Jernsaiem Post 

Sir. — I was astonished to read 
in your article, “Arab Library in 
Haifa buys 7,600 books” (January 
12). that thiy was the first Arabic 
lending library in Isracl. You ap- 
Parently forgot the Jerusalem Mual- 
cipal Public Library in Eastern Je- 
rusalem which has this privilege. 

Since June 1967 and to date, 
23,000 Arable books have been add- 
ed to the lbrary: they represent 
the most up-to-date fiction, non-fic- 
tion and children's books published 
in the Arab countries. In 1968-69, 
when restrictions were Imposed on 
ordering Arabic books from Arab 
countries through the bridges, the 
Jerusalem Municipality did not hesi- 
tate to order new books through 
Cyprus and France. 

The library provides high-stan- 
dard services and has a record of 
continued success and progress 
which encouraged the Jerusalem 
Municipality to open three other 
branches in Bast Jerusalem. The 
first is in the Old City, inside the 
Omariya school and contains 2,500 
books: the second Is In Belt Hanina, 
where the vocational school Jibrary 
was turned Into a public fibrary 
containing now 11.000 books: and 
the third Is αὶ mobile library which 
serves the Arab villages around 
Jerusalem and contains 1,850 books, 
mainly for children and school 
pupils.
